At Important «i "th» Careful Cultivs- 


lion of tho Corn Crop. 


The whiter care of the flock is jn?i 


as Important as the careful cultivation 
f t the corn crop. This Is the growlns 
season or tue lamb crop to be harvest- 
ed in the spring. 


Tho condition or the amount of flesh 


the ewes are carrying must guide the 
feeder. Ewes In good condition need 
not be fed grain tlnlll 'about a month 
before lamuitia, when they fcliouM 
gradually be accustomed to grain. 
Ewes in Ihin or poor condition should 
receive from one-fourth to one-half a 
pound of grain a day. Straight com 
Is not the best grain ration. The grain 
feed should contain some of the blood 
and muscle building material.
